Bangor — 12/29 1722 — In WFJX/WJCW/WTMZ mix with classic rock/oldies, ad 
for "Central Maine help wanted dot com," "Big 104 weather" jingle into 
weather report by female. Then jingle "Big 1 oh 4 FM." New station for me.

Middletown — 1/7 2135- "The Rosary is the Place,” EWTN mentions at 2158, 
promo for Mother Angelica show, "Sacred Heart Radio (listed stations 
including WPFB)..." at 2200. Poor to very poor in station mix including WLAT. 
(PS-ON) 
Johnson City — 12/29 1700 — In WEJX/WABK/WTMZ mix with talk, "From the 
Jim's Motorcycle studio this is WJCW Johnson City..." ToH ID. (KK-VA) 
Roanoke — 12/29 1633 — In multi-station mix (WABK, WJCW, WTMZ) with 
talk, "Fox radio 9-10. Talk about the big stories here. Fox radio 9-10" station 
promo, male "...on WFJX Fox Radio 9-10" ID at 1659. New station for me. (KK- 
VA) 
Wingham — 12/23 1700 — In with ID as “from Midwestern Ontario this is 
CKNX 920” into Canadian Press news with Jackie Quenn.

Miami — 12/29 1756 — In WCPC/WADV mix with sports programming, male 
"Live from Miami's Magic City casino traffic center" into female with traffic 
report. (KK-VA) 

Houston — 12/29 1659 — Mixing with WINZ, WADV (still playing Christmas 
songs!) and other talk, "Here is a community calendar reminder from WCPC.” 
ToH ID at 1700: "WCPC AM 9-40 Houston, Tupelo, Columbus. Radio that 
changes the way you live." (KK-VA) 

Detroit — 1/5 1659 — In mix of WBES, R. Reloj and a host of UNIDs, female with 
traffic report, then "...24 hour traffic center I'm...for WWJ news radio 9-50.” 
(KK-VA) 

Charleston — 1/5 1628 - In multi-station mix (WWJ, Cuban R. Reloj and 
various UNIDs: ESPN, oldies, religious singing, other singing, gospel singing) 
with "Mornings 8 till noon on 95 'The Sports Fox" station promo. (KK-VA) 
Lake City — 1/6 0645 — Male canned liner "99-7, Lake City's Real Rock" into 
Hair band tune. Silent when passing through Lake City twice a week apart last 
May. Co-channel WERC. (TLK-FL) 

Plattsburgh — 1/5 1635 — In multi-station mix (WRNS, WFIR, UNID oldies and 
C&W) with "9-60 'The Zone" slogan. (KK-VA) 

Kinston — 1/5 1702 — In multi-station mix with sports talk, male "Sports talk 9- 
60 'The Bull" slogan. (KK-VA) 

Portland — 1/5 1627 — In multi-station mix (WNYM, WATH, WBGG, WWRk) 
with "...weekdays 10 AM to 1 PM on ESPN Portland AM 9-70 and FM 101 five" 
station promo. New station for me. (KK-VA) 

Hackensack — 1/4 1630 — At local strength, NY traffic report, weather by Mike 
Barker on "AM 970, the Answer,” ads for Blue Rock Energy, and Go Pest 
Free.com, into the Michael Medved Show. No sign of WZAN or other regulars 
for a few minutes. (TF-NH) 

Athens - 1/5 1647 - In multi-station mix with male DJ [Ding as "WATH 
greatest hits of the 60's,” brief song played, "Greatest hits of the 70's and 80's" 
slogan, brief song played, "Classic hits 9-70 WATH" slogan. New station for 
me. (KK-VA) 

Florence — 1/5 1657 — In WNYM/WZAN/WBGG/WATH mix with male "The 
Rock FM" slogan. (KK-VA) 

Washington — 1/6 0640 —- ESPN promo, promo for espn980.com which 
confirms WTEM. Slight Cuban Radio Coco co-channel. Fake city of license: 
transmitter is actually in Maryland, just north of DC. First log of this one for 
me. (TLK-FL) Studios and offices in Bethesda, MD, so a fake city of license on two 
counts. Mike. 

Knoxville — 1/10 2345 — Presumed with Ferrell on the Bench, CBS Sports Radio 
mentions, no ToH ID heard, sports news, back to Ferrell. WNML is the only 
CBS Sports station on 990 according to the CBS Sports Radio website. Fair at 
times to very poor in station mix including WDCX, WNTY and UNID talk 
station. (PS-ON) 

Plattsburgh — 1/6 1600 — Good, over CHOK; "The greatest music of all time 
lives here, this is Mid Century Radio, 103-7 FM W279DE Plattsburgh, WPLB 
Plattsburgh-Burlington-Montreal,” and oldies. (BC-NH) 

Sioux Falls — 1/8 1705 — Briefly over WRVA with weather forecast and legal 
ID: "Real country variety. The new 100.1 KXRB-FM Brandon and 1140 AM 
KXRB Sioux Falls...making country music great again." Previously logged as 
KSOO in March 1963. (REH-ON) 

High River — 1/7 2308 — Christian music including "More of Jesus" by Kelita, 
"Southern Alberta's Community Station, 1140 AM" slogan. Fair at times over 
WRVA to very poor under. Rare. (PS-ON) 

Sydney — 12/29 1612 — CBC Radio One feed, soon lost to usual WCJW and 
WRVA. (TF-NH) 

Wilmington — 12/18 1739 - “101.7 FM and 1150 AM WDEL” ID, local traffic 
and weather “on the 9’s.” Fair signal in 1150 jumble. (LW-NY) 

Chicago — 1/7 1756 — Promos for religious programs, “AM 11-60” non-IDs and 
“This is AM 11-60, Hope for your life, WYLL Chicago” at 1759, almost a 
minute of dead air before going into SRN news and local weather with Holly. 
Mainly on top of the mix. (HF-MI) 
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Florence — 1/7 1539 — “Christian Talk 11-60” slogan, Brother Mark and co- 
huckster talking about “witchcraft and sin of rebellion,” etc. from the Salem 
Church in Cincinnati. SRN News after ToH non-ID. Mainly on top but faded 
to zilch. (HF-MI) 

Trumansburg — 1/4 1645 — Cornell University sports schedules, PSA to Ride 
the Bus and ad for a car dealer, into more sports feed. Lost at sunset power 
reduction and pattern change. (TF-NH) 

Donelson — 1/7 1658 — Religious program (playing belated Christmas carols), 
“WCRT...Bott Radio Network” ToH ID into news (USA Network listed). One 
in the mix with UNIDs airing NFL game and Mexican music. Last logged as 
WAMB. WCXI off. (HF-MI) 

Salt Lake City — 1/7 0428 —- Old radio drama with scratchy audio through 
bottom of hour, parallel station stream. Clear and fair. (TLK-FL) 

Tulsa — 1/8 1715 — Savage Nation; ads for Keystone Chevy in Sand Springs, 
Wheeler Metals, Oklahoma Wesleyan University Nursing School; non-ID as 
“Radio 11-70.” Well on top to about 1724 when WWVA took over. (HF-MI) 
Rochester — 1/8 1725 — “Fox Sports 12-80” slogan (1280 is WHTK Rochester); 
“Rochester’s news, weather and traffic station,” “Traffic and weather on the 
ten’s,” “Five o’clock News Hour.” Well over oldies station and minor IBOC 
slop. (HF-MI) 

Cobleskill — 12/291620 -— Oldies, then local news, Yankee baseball (in 
December?!), weather, "All on Light 94.3 and AM 1190" into more rock music, 
soon list to WLIB and WCRW, new here. (TF-NH) 

Veazie — 1/3 1452 — Rock music, "WGUY Bangor-Brewer, where the greatest 
hits are always playing" and into more music, almost local strength. Veazie is 
almost 200 miles away, and this station shows up here frequently. (TF-NH) 
Pittsburgh — 1/6 0500 — Good under WGAM open carrier; "This is AM 1250 
and FM 92.5 The Answer, WPGP Pittsburgh, a division of Salem Media group 
and online at The Answer PGH dot com," and Townhall news. (BC-NH) 
Oakville — 1/6 0559 — Poor, mixed with unID's under WGAM open carrier; 
promo for CJYE app. (BC-NH) 

Montréal - 12/30 0701 - Over CJRU’s mighty 99 watts with local news in 
Italian mentioning “electorale montrealese,” referencing Montreal’s recent 
municipal election. (MKB-ON) 

Dayton - 1/6 0710 — Over CJBK with “AM1290 FM 95.7 News Talk WHIO” ID 
into “Garden Talk” show. Because who doesn’t love talking about gardening 
on the coldest south of zero day of winter! (MKB-ON) 

Derry — 12/28 2135 — Preaching, mixed with WATR, WARA and others, very 
unusual here at night as very directional 1000-watt signal goes away from 
here. (TF-NH) 

New Haven — 12/29 1616 — Traffic report for Long Island and Connecticut, 
winter weather advisory, atop with WFSQ (sic) ID. (TF-NH) 

Norwalk — 12/28 2125 — In the mush with ID for WNLK-1350 Norwalk and 
WSTC-1400 Stamford, loud gospel music mixed with easy listening type music 
and sports on WOYK. (TF-NH) 

Hartford — 1/7 0802 — Briefly atop with “WDRC...talk of Connecticut” slogan, 
My Pillow ad, then lost to oldies, likely WWOW. (MKB-ON) 

East Patchogue — 1/2 2120 - Under WFEA, WDEA and others with ID for "1100 
WHLI,” which simulcasts on WALK, followed by oldies, back into the mess. 
WALK’s 102 watts night power made it to the mountains of NH. (TF-NH) 
Roaring Spring — 1/5 1628 — “Oldies 1370 WKMC” ID into "Hooked on a 
Feeling" and other oldies mixing with WFEA and others. (TF-NH) 

Presque Isle — 1/2 1605 — Promo for the "Journey Home" program on The 
Presence Network, Relevant Radio News and a prayer for the restoration for 
someone's marriage. Alone atop frequency for a while. (TF-NH) 

Stamford — 12/28 1655 — Briefly atop with "Music, news, and the Arts, WSTC" 
ID into gospel music (where does that fit in?) before vanishing, new here. (TF- 
NH) 

Harlan - 1/1 1619 — In WNER mix with male "14-10 WHLN" ID. No sign of 
KOQV, who really did sign off for good on 12/31. (KK-VA) 

Watertown — 1/1 1559 — While checking if KQV is truly gone, noted in multi- 
station mix (WHLN, UNID ESPN, preaching and other singing) with sports 
programming, male "Northern New York's home for... Fox Sports Radio 14-10 
WNER Watertown" ToH ID. (KK-VA) 
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Warrenton — 1/5 1637 — Rock oldies, musical sounder for WKCW, more rock 
music, atop frequency. (TF-NH) 

Paris — 1/12 0800 - On top with legal ID: "The [thee] Talk Station is 97-9 and 
1230 WIBQ Terre Haute and 1440 WIBU Paris. It's 8 o'clock.” Into Fox News. 
Previously logged as WPRS in July 1962 and as WBOW in December 2017. 
(REH-ON) 

Warren — 1/11 1749 - Religious talk (Truth For Life show), request for 
donations and Isaiah by The Day book, registration for Truth For Life tours, 
Truth For Life promos, “WHKW Cleveland...WHKZ Warren, Ohio” ToH ID. 
Fair at times over local WJJL, Niagara Falls, NY to poor under. (PS-ON) 
Elkhorn City — 12/30 0900 — "Lisbon Antigua" by Nelson Riddle, a song from 
1956. Legal ID: "Hit City U.S.A. is 98-1 WPKE Pikeville and 104-3 WEKB 
Elkhorn City...a service of East Kentucky Broadcasting" into news with 
Christopher Cruz. ID made no mention of AM frequencies for WPKE or 
WEKB. WEKB-1460 adds translator W282BZ-104.3. Previously logged as 
WBPA in October 1993. (REH-ON) 

Harrisburg — 1/5 1608- Atop frequency with Doug Gottlieb Show on Fox 
Sports Radio, ads for Endrive, Auto Zone and [Heart Radio app, traffic for 
Harrisburg, weather from CBS 21, “Fox Sports 1460” slogan. (TF-NH) 
Middlesboro — 12/29 1600 — Nicely atop the usual jumble with classic hits 
format and legal ID: "Foxy Radio is WFXY Middlesboro. Serving Pineville, 
Harrogate, Cumberland Gap, Powell Valley and Lee County Virginia. 
Powered by the Penelope Incorporated Media Group.” Into ABC News. (REH- 
ON) 


WV Princeton — 12/30 0900 — Out of the chaos with legal ID: "1490 AM WAEY

Princeton" into SRN news with Bob Agnew. About even with WCLU Glasgow, 
KY and their oldies. Leaves me five unheard stations in West Virginia. (REH- 
ON) 

Alabaster — 1/18 0110 — Noted Mexican style music under WFED/KTSP/WLQV 
and turned my loop to partially null these stations. Clear "...La Jefa" slogan 
heard at 0128. Poor to very poor. Must still be on day power. // to Tune In 
stream. (PS-ON) 


MN Saint Paul — 1/8 0050 — Sports talk, lots of ESPN promos and mentions,

national ads leading up to ToH ID: "1500 ESPN...KSTP Saint Paul..." into 
Sports Center at Night. Poor to very poor mostly under WFED, WLQV and a 
Mexican format station in there as well. (PS-ON) 

Mineola — 1/2 1645* — Sign off announcement after gospel preaching: “New 
York's first gospel station, WTHE 1520 and 1520.com on the world wide 
web...we are signing off the air and will be back tomorrow when the sun 
rises.” Good signal for 347 watts critical hours. (TF-NH) 

Rossford — 1/7 0800 — Even though this Urban Family Talk semi-local changed 
call letters back in March 2017, today was the first time I've ever heard a legal 
ID from them: "WPAY Rossford-Toledo 1520 AM 92.1 FM.” Previously logged 
as WTTO in December 1966, WTUU in December 1973, WANR in November 
1975, WGOR in December 1976, WVOI in March 1981, WDMN in August 2004 
and as WNWT in July 2008. (REH-ON) They’ve changed calls almost as many 
times as the Boston station on 1510. Mike. 

West Chester — 1/2 1645* — Heard mixing with WTHE, with ID for WCHE, 
West Chester, and a full data sign off followed by instrumental SSB, new here! 
(TF-NH) 


MD Wheaton — 1/1 1500 — Good over WWGK Cleveland, OH with Spanish ad

cluster and legal ID: "Doh-ble-vay Ah Seh Ah quince-cuarenta Ah Eh-may. 
Radio America transmitiendo desde Wheaton Maryland.” Woman talking in 
SS until abruptly lost at 1515 with probable switch to critical hours power. 
Previously logged as WDON in December 1963 and as WMDO in March 1989. 
(REH-ON) 

Newport — 1/2 1625 — Discussion about attracting customers, ads for Dwyer's 
Insurance, Relief facts, and a furniture store at 56 Main Street in downtown 
Newport. Mixed with CHIN, and WXEX, with powerhouse WDCD silent, 
1540 has been opened up a little here. (TF-NH) 

Alton — 1/2 2252 — Heard talk in station mix, clear ID at 2254 "1570 WBGZ,” 
more talk. Very poor in station mix. (PS-ON) 
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WFLR NY Dundee - 12/31 0326 — Mentions of Finger Lakes and a local ad touting 
customers from Rochester and other nearby NY cities. Then into C&W music. 
Very nice ID at 0336, "W-F-L-R" and then a mention of Blake Shelton. (JW-PA) 

1590 WHGT MD Maugansville — 1/12 1700 —- Through local WSMN open carrier; "This is a 
beacon of hope...Cumberland Valley, WHGT Maugansville, Maryland, 1590 
AM," and address for listener support, "WHGT, 16221 National Pike, 
Hagerstown, Maryland 21740," into SRN news. (BC-NH) 

1610 CHHA ON Toronto - 1/8 0347 — Non-stop dance music. Choppy with significant fading at 
times. No IDs, news, announcements or ads right on through 0500. Seamless 
transitions from song to song, all with same beat and basic structure. “Alright” 
by Jeff Afrozila, “So Long” by Dahi Hates Disco, “No Time to Fall” by 
Radiolab, “Send Me” by Distant People and Stephanie Cooke, amongst many 
others. Took a while to identify, finally found the internet stream on their 
website. Likely CHRN underneath with subcontinental music. (JW-PA) 

1650 KCNZ IA _ Cedar Falls — 12/30 0529 — CBS Sports promo, poor under multiple thingies. 
(TLK-FL) 

1690 WPTX MD Lexington Park — 12/31 0419 — Again clearly on day power, with ID's, station 
promos, national product ads, into Oldies. Crushing WMLB at times. (TLK- 
FL) 


Gnreported Domestic Stations 


Seven stations reported to DDXD this issue were reported for the first time since at least Volume 
67 (1999-2000): CFCW-840, KURY-910, KVSM-1380, KCNR-1460, KOSJ-1490, WFXY-1490, and 
KWBC-1550. That drops the number of currently licensed stations in the United States and Canada 
that haven’t been reported to DDXD in that timeframe to 383. The full list was last printed in issue 
84-18. Can you log and report one next issue?

Four graveyarders on the docket: WGIL-1400 IL, WITCM-1400 MI, 
WSRR-1400 CT, & KBUR-1490 IA. New Mexico's Norm Maguire logged TAs 
Hilversum-995, Bordeaux-1070, Toulouse-913/778, & Moorside Edge-668. The 
Foreign DX Contest was cancelled because it's feared the Post Office censors will confiscate overseas 
veries! (WWII ongoing.) Bulletin had 3 pages of SW DX highlighted by receptions of Palau, Caroline 
Islands in the Pacific and Aden on the Arabian Peninsula by Bud Kopp in IL. 

50 Years Ago — From the January 13, 1968 issue of DX News: 100-watt WSAJ-1340 PA, which only 
broadcasts 5 hours a week (!), is DX Testing for NRC Member Dennis Waters, a newsman/DJ at 
WLCY-1380 FL said they've received letters on NRC letterheads & CPC mastheads threatening to 
report WLCY to the FCC for NOT verifying reports! VOUS-1480 NF-CAN 50 watter among GENE 
Delorenzo's MA loggings on his brother Mark's HQ129X. Ken Chatterton (NYS) heard the 4VEC- 
890 Haiti DX Test, as did many others; Ken says he does not send tentative reports. 

25 Years Ago — From the January 18, 1993 issue of DX News: DX Tests from KEYZ-600 ND & 
KOFI-1180 MT give DXers a rare opportunity for two rare states. KCNO-570 CA test logged by Rick 
Dau in Iowa, his first 'regional' CA catch. (R1000 rx & Radio West loop). Shawn Axelrod MB-CAN 
snagged MT GYs KRBN & KCVK-1450, as well as Utahans KEYY & KBFI-1450. Karl Forth in IL 
caught the WNTK-1020 NH DX Test thru KDKA. (Karl-HQ160/R70 loop). Mike Brooker-ON, CAN 
provided a picture of the Toronto/Hamilton AM Radio Market: 1930- 8 AM frequencies (1120 kc the 
highest). 1948- 7 frequencies (1150 highest) & 1992 16 stations (highest 1540). 

10 Years Ago — From the January 11, 2008 issue of DX News: William J. Prater of Grimsley, TN 
reported a number of Latin American stations, specifically Costa Rica & Colombia with Chrtistmas 
Morning broadcasts. Sadly, he died in a Federal penitentiary having been convicted in a union 
murder plot (Editor’s note — I had corresponded with him in his pre-prison days; he couldn't have 
been nicer to this then teenage DXer). John Wilkins reports 15 Denver area AM stations running 
IBOC rendering 45+ frequencies un-DXable! Dave Larrabee of MD DXed from East Corinth, ME & 
listed these ME stations to drool over: WFST-600, WJAE1440, WEGP-1390 & NHs WEZS-1340, 
WMYF-1380, & WLTN-1400.

[Connelly-MA] JAN 6 2200 - Fair, het from 1467.36 Iran; Women of Hope 
program with woman in Arabic and musical interludes, at 2228 announced TWR web 
address, 2230 segue to next program hosted by a man in Arabic, at 2243 contact info, then 
one cycle of TWR interval signal and carrier off, leaving a weak unID 1467 probably from 
Saudi Arabia. JAN 12 2158 - Good; alternating between Bible teaching in English and 
Arabic translation.

SAUDI ARABIA = SBC R.Riyadh, Duba DEC 15 2130 - Soft-voiced man, "Bali Hai" tune 
from "South Pacific" on violins with percussion accompaniment; good. [Connelly-MA] 
MOLDOVA TWKR Grigoriopol DEC 21 2100 - TWR musical box interval signal; fair.{A} 
[Connelly-MA] 


PAN-AMERICAN DX 
MEXICO XEHS La Mejor, Los Mochis, Sin. DEC 22 1358 - AM/FM ID by male announcer. 
Still uses slogan "la mejor, aqui nomas." This is one of several syndicated "formats" which 
appear to be more of a marketing/branding service (pre-recorded ID's, standard look and 
feel for website, etc.) as opposed to a 24-hour feed of network programming. Soon lost to 
Mexican anthem presumably from XESURF. [Hall-CA1] 
MEXICO XESRD La Tremenda, Santiago Papasquiaro, 
Dgo. JAN 5 1202 - Appeared suddenly in the middle of 
instrumental (orchestral) anthem, as if they had just 
gone to day power. Still uses "la tremenda" slogan. 
[Hall-CA] 
MEXICO’ unlID JAN 5 1200 - Mexican anthem played 
by brass band. At 1202:20, right after the anthem had finished, a male announcer said 
"Buenos dias, a___" and was immediately clobbered by XESRD. Checked the web streams 
of other stations to see who has the brass band version of the anthem. So far, I have heard 
no morning anthem on XEOC's web stream, nor on XEMZA's (and I suspect they have 
finished moving to FM). XEGIK runs a choral version of the anthem. That only leaves 
unneeded XEYO, which should run the anthem an hour later. Need to keep monitoring 
XEOC and XEMZA web streams. [Hall-CA] 
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MEXICO XEMU Piedras Negras, Coah. JAN 3 1241 - Gal with weather, temperatures in 
both Celsius and Fahrenheit; then into ranchera music and "La Rancherita del Aire" slogans; 
ads noted later at 1254. Generally fair in WIBW null with typical fading. [Wilkins-CO] 
MEXICO unID JAN 5 1200 - High choral version of Mexican anthem. Had noted classical 
music a few minutes earlier, so this is almost certainly unneeded XEPBGL. Have been 
trying to catch parallel 1080 XEPBPV as logged at the Border Inn a year or two ago, but 1080 
is a difficult channel here due to 1070 KNX IBOC and 50 kW local 1090 XEPRS slop. [Hall- 
CA] 

PUERTO RICO WUNO San Juan DEC 24 2200 - Puerto Rico news; over WPRO, Portugal. 
[Connelly-MA] 

CUBA _R.Progreso, La Habana-Guanabacoa//Las Tunas-Jobabo DEC 11 2300 - ID, "Radio 
Progreso, cadena nacional, desde la Habana, Cuba"; mixed with WMEN Florida.{A} 
[Connelly-MA] 

unID JAN 5 1200 - Station way under KTNN seemed to be using "Ke Buena" slogan. 
That's a previous slogan for XEWX, but I've been monitoring their web stream and they do 
not appear to still be using that slogan. XEEY is the station I would usually expect to hear 
under KTNN. [Hall-CA] 

CUBA _R.Progreso, Santa Clara//Santiago de Cuba DEC 11 2300 - ID, "Transmite Radio 
Progreso, cadena nacional, desde la Habana, Cuba," single chime; over WQONO New 
Orleans.{A} [Connelly-MA] 

MEXICO XEMA Fresnillo, Zac. DEC 29 0430 - Spanish language Mexican style music, 
XEMA ID, and more music. Fair at times over CKGM to very poor. Hearing WQNO here 
as well tonight. Parallel to Tune In stream. [Snider-ON] 

MEXICO XEGD Chihuahua, Chih. JAN 5 1323 - During news, time check, "6:23 en la 
capital del mundo, Parral." More timechex for 6:24, 6:25, temp 4 grados. I am hearing this 
only by nulling much stronger XEETCH which is further west. By 1334 it's gone while 
XEETCH is still in. Hidalgo del Parral sunrise not until 1353 UTC. Enid LSR is now at its 
latest of the year, 1344 UTC. [Hauser-OK] 

MEXICO XEETCH La Voz de los Tres Rios, Etchojoa, Son. JAN 5 1300 - Unusual version of 
Mexican anthem (a group of children singing out of key and out of time with the orchestral 
accompaniment), ID by female announcer mentioned 5 kW. [Hall-CA] JAN 5 1323 - Always 
neat rustic fiddle and guitar music, good signal from west/southwest, 1326 pause for 
ad/PSA string including: Banco de México, Secretaria de Salud re vaccinations, Ricardo 
Anaya, PAN candidate; INE about independent candidates; full ID for XEETCH Etchojoa, 
Sonora, location at km 27 on road from Navojoa, "5 mil wats en 700 de AM y internet,” 1333 
"La Voz de los Tres Rios," and full ID again in native language, 1334 back to rustic music. 
Dominant signal, and can only hear closer XEGD by nulling XEETCH, from several degrees 
apart. Etchojoa sunrise 1408 UTC. [Hauser-OK] 

MEXICO unID JAN 5 1200 - High choral version of Mexican anthem, followed by male 
announcer. This is almost certainly needed XEDKR, but I couldn't pull up any useful 
details. [Hall-CA] 

MEXICO XEDP La Ranchera de Cuauhtemoc, Cuauhtemoc, Chih. JAN 5 1200 - Usual long 
version of Mexican anthem (about 4 minutes 40 seconds), timpani, and new version of 
recorded ID which only mentions XHDP-FM. All my recordings in 2017 had an AM/FM ID. 
I wonder if this could mean that the AM might be turned off sometime soon? [Hall-CA] 
MEXICO unlID JAN 6 1211 - Mexi-tunes, faded by 1230. The next day, truncated anthem 
from 1203-1204, male announcer, Mexi-tunes, lost by 1250 with bad Rebelde co-channel this 
day. [Krueger-FL] 

MEXICO’ XEJCC Cd. Juarez, Chih. JAN 1 1307 - A Mexican state national anthem. 
(Thanks go to Andrew Brade and Max. van Arnhem of RealDX assisting with identifying 
this for me.) New. [Niven-TX] 

MEXICO XEHB Hidalgo del Parral, Chih. JAN 2 1310 - National anthem and then norteno 
music. Frequent announcements with the FM (107.1) and AM frequencies. "Estereo Fiesta" 
slogan also heard. Part of Grupo Radiorama. [Vance-TX] 

MEXICO XESOS Agua Prieta, Son. JAN 2 1323 - Noted with "La Ranchera" slogan and 
FM (97.3) mentioned. [Vance-TX] 

MEXICO unID JAN 5 1159 - High choral version of Mexican anthem. Probably unneeded 
XEVAY. [Hall-CA] 

MEXICO XECSI Romantica, Culiacan, Sin. JAN 5 1159 - ID by male announcer, mentioned 
1 kW, Grupo Radiorama Sinaloa. Rare here (and at the Border Inn) because KOAL and 
KAMA have such big signals. [Hall-CA] 
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VENEZUELA YVKS, RCR, Caracas DEC 11 2300 - "RCR siete cincuenta AM" ID's; 
good.{A} [Connelly-MA] 

MEXICO XEACH Guadalupe, NL JAN 6 1319 - Noted with call letter ID through KABQ 
interference but faded soon after. [Vance-TX] 

MEXICO XESFT La Poderosa, San Fernando, Tamps. JAN 6 1203 - Male ID, slogan, into 
truncated anthem, then long male canned ID 1206-1207 mentioning XHSFT 103.7 FM, 
XESFT 780 AM and power, URL, into Mexi tunes. [Krueger-FL] 

MEXICO XENT R.Formula, La Paz, BCS JAN 5 1200 - Mexican anthem (from national 
network feed), back to network programming. At 6 a.m. local time (1300 UTC in winter) 
they abruptly break from the national feed and insert another anthem. (The network feed 
also gives a full ID for flagship station 970 XERFR, a 50 kW station which almost no one 
ever logs anymore, around 1300 UTC.) There is also a tiny R.Formula station in 
Guadalajara, right on the main beam of my antenna, but XENT has a huge signal so I 
suspect I may never log the Guadalajara station. XENT does air a few local ads, mostly for 
a local Nissan dealer. [Hall-CA] 

MEXICO XEROK Cd. Juarez, Chih. JAN 11 1300 - National anthem, followed by ID and 
ads and/or PSA's. Still on greatly reduced power, so tough copy and real DX now. 
[Wilkins-CO] 

COLOMBIA HJCY Caracol Radio, Bogota DEC 11 2301 - Ultima Hora Caracol and Caracol 
Radio mentions; good/dominant.{A} [Connelly-MA] 

MEXICO’ XERSV R.Alegria, Cd. Obregon, Son. JAN 5 1301 - Presumed with big signal 
running national anthem. Recording stopped before the ID, but they are a regular catch if I 
happen to be listening at this hour. [Hall-CA] 

MEXICO XEBA La Consentida, Guadalajara, Jal. JAN 5 1200 - All alone on channel (my 
south/southeast wire really gets rid of 820 WBAP and 850 KOA) with choral version of 
Mexican anthem, full ID mentioning 10 kW, "La Consentida" slogan and_ studio/office 
address. Unneeded but haven't heard them so clear and alone in a long time. [Hall-CA] 
MEXICO XEMIA 850 Noticias/La 850 AM, San Pedro Tlaquepaque, Jal. JAN 7 1200 - All 
alone on channel with overnight program of very light music (for people who leave the 
radio on all night?), "La 850 AM" between songs. Parallel web stream. New, Jalisco #21, 
Mexico #295, station #1408. [Hall-CA] 

PANAMA  HOL55 R.Reforma, Chitré/El Ejido DEC 11 2301 - Kids singing, fast-talk DJ, 
deeper voiced man in canned R.Reforma ID; over Reloj Cuban.{A} [Connelly-MA] 

MEXICO unID JAN 5 1201 - High choral version of Mexican anthem. This is surely 
unneeded XEAAA, right on the main beam of this antenna. XEAAA is probably the only 
Mexican station left on 880 at this point. [Hall-CA] 

VENEZUELA YVMD R.Venezuela Mara Ritmo, Maracaibo DEC 11 2300 - Maracaibo, Zulia, 
and Venezuela mentions; over jumble.{A} [Connelly-MA] 

MEXICO XEMMM Mexicali, BC DEC 30 1119 - U.S. pop oldies, with between songs 
announcement, "Nueve cuarenta; oldies, but goodies." (Last part in English with accent.) 
Matched this up with the internet stream. [Vance-TX] 

PUERTO RICO WIPR San Juan DEC 11 2200 - Woman with "WIPR, nueve cuarenta AM, 
San Juan, Puerto Rico" ID; fair.{A} [Connelly-MA] 

MEXICO XEMEX Cd. Guzman, Jal. JAN 2 1200 - National anthem into full ID and then 
baladas. 104.9 FM and "La Mexicana" slogans. [Vance-TX] 

MEXICO XEFQ La FQ, La Voz de la Ciuded del Cobre, Cananea, Son. JAN 5 1159 - Long 
version of Mexican anthem (about 4 minutes 40 seconds) as used on other IMER stations, 
ID. Note this is an hour earlier than a Sonora station would normally run the anthem. 
[Hall-CA] 

COLOMBIA WHJAQ, RCN, Cartagena DEC 11 2300 - RCN La Radio ID, Colombian 
anthem; over Cuba.{A} [Connelly-MA] 

CUBA R.Granma, Media Luna DEC 11 2300 - Woman with R.Granma ID, 9 note tinkly 
Granma chimes; a bit under Colombia.{A} [Connelly-MA] 

MEXICO XEPA Santa Maria Coronango, Pue. JAN 2 0600 - Fair to good signal; ID, male 
with "La Ke Buena diez-diez, XEPA AM... mil wats... Puebla, la Ke Buena diez diez," then 
into national anthem. New. [Niven-TX] 

MEXICO XEBCS La Radio de Surcalifornia, La Paz, BCS JAN 5 1201 - On top of channel 
with ID and mention of 99.1 FM. [Hall-CA] 

MEXICO unlID JAN 5 1200 - High choral version of Mexican anthem. Soon faded. 
Probably unneeded XEEP. [Hall-CA] 

COLOMBIA HJCN, BBN Radio, Bogota DEC 6 0200 - Man, "...AM desde Bogota, 
Colombia"; over WTAM.{A} [Connelly-MA] 
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NICARAGUA Radio CEPAD, Managua DEC 30 1103 - Tune-in to male "Buenos dias, 
Radio CEPAD." Long talk by same guy, mention of Managua, some fades and trades with 
KMOxX despite using the portable loop. Inspirational talk, slow Spanish gospel 1144, same 
guy with "Buenos dias Nicaragua, Radio CEPAD" at 1146, tenor vocal, Mexican-ish vocal at 
1150, telephoned female chatter with the announcer at 1152. Pretty much clobbered at 1155 
sign-on by WKCE, though still weak underneath. This may or may not be the same as my 
December 27th, 0805 GMT station. However, the Radio CEPAD barely website states they 
are on air 5 a.m. to 6 p.m. local, and if that's true then I may have heard the end of an 
opening announcement. From their website, it's the "voz oficial del Consejo de Iglesias 
Evangélicas Pro-Alianza Denominacional." Looks like a Christian-based, community 
oriented station, active since at least 1992. The WRTH lists a slogan as "El Arco Iris del 
Amor" though nothing like that heard. Nice to have caught a new Nic from here. [Krueger- 
FL] 

CUBA R.Bayamo, Bueycito JAN 6 1100 - Under WWD) Boston; six chimes marking the 
hour. [Conti-NH] 

MEXICO XEAD Metrépoli, Guadalajara, Jal. JAN 5 1201 - Faded up under KEIB with 
weather for Guadalajara. [Hall-CA] 

MEXICO XEQIN San Quintin, BC JAN 2 1403 - National anthem, followed by rooster 
crowing and probable ID at 1405 UTC.

I saw this 
from Patrick Martin in Seaside, OR, and want to ask all of you if you have ever had a great find like 
his.

Geomagnetic field activity is expected to reach active levels on 08, 15, and 20 January due to the 
anticipated effects of recurrent coronal hole high-speed streams. Quiet to unsettled geomagnetic 
field activity is expected throughout the remainder of the outlook period. 
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
